No vaccinating will be done 
at school buildings or commun- 
ity centers, Dr. Shipp said. 
“it is absolutely essential that 
alt equipment, including syring- 
es and needles, be sterilized, 
and that can be done only at 
your local health department of- 
fice," he declared. 


"We cannot afford to run the 
risk of unsterile eguipmefit, Dr. 
Shipp pointed out. Shots will bé 
givem at officer of the health 
departments in Bay St. Louis, Pic- 
ayune and Poplarville. All offices 
will be open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Dr. Shipp said the long delay 
between the first and second 
shots will have no effect on im- 
munization.

SEED HARVESTING 


White clover seed should be 
harvested when 75 to 80 per 
cent of the seed heads are dark 
brown. 


It is best to cut down the clov-|. . . 


er and let it cure in the swath 
for around three days. You can 
tell when the clover seed is 
ready to combine by rubbing a 
seed head in your hand. When 
the seed come out easily, it is 
ready to combine.
